HISTORICAL NOTES. 

Weymouth Families of Note and Curi- 
ous |Bits of History. 

Of all the olil time families of Wey- 
mouth none has n more interesting geuc- 
ology ami distinguished connections than 
the (“'ranches, though they belonged as 
well in Braintree and Quincy and their 
stay in Weymouth was short, .fudge 
William ("ranch can lie claimed as a true 
sou of Weymouth, as his birthplace, 
though his life work did not lie there. A 
tine little engraving of him has been 
placed in the Library with the Fttleld 
collection, and as Weymouth histories 
mention him only very slightly if at all, 
it Is well that he lie recalled on the 
printed page. 

Many notes of interest concerning hint 
and his father, Richard Cranch arc pre- 
served in Mis. Hannah Filleld’s old fash- 
ioued “Commonplace Book," an Institu- 
tion of those days wherein were entered 
all kiuds of items which it w as desirable 
to remember, including interesting facts, 
recipes, bits of history and tradition, 
scraps of geneology, the new fashions, 
poetry, and a delightful jumble of all mau- 
uer of family and village matters. To 
this generation such old commonplace 
books are a mine of information and 
pleasure, enjoyed as the geologist, the 
archaeologist and historian enjoys and 
profits by the duds in the “kitchen mid- 
dens" of the Middle Ages or the refuse 
of tlie Roman temples. 

•fudge William Cranch was the grand- 
son of the famous Weymouth divine, Bar- 
son Smith, whose three distinguished 
daughters shed an extra lustre on his 
name. Ills mother was Mary Smith, and 
Ids father, Richard Cranch, who came 
from lvingsbrldge in Devonshire, the near 
relative of Mrs. Filleld’s family. Richard 
("ranch and his wife lived for many years 
iu Quincy and theirs are distinguished 
names in town history from 1775 to lsil. 
Mrs. Filleld's book state- that Mr Cranch 
dying on the Kith of October and his wife 
on the 17th, they were buried on the 10th, 
with Rev. l’eter Whitney to deliver the 
sermon. (Peter Whitney’s portrait is 
now iu the Library, copied from a minia- 
ture.) At the time of dedicating the 
Cranch school iu Quincy, Mrs. Emily Fi- 
lleld presented some curious papers of 
Richard Cranch which are framed and 
preserved there. 

Judge ("ranch, says the record, was 
born in the Smith house in Weymouth on 
July 17th, 1 7 and was baptized by ids 
grandfather iu the church the following 
Sunday. There were two sisters older 
tliau himself, Elizabeth, who married Rev. 
Jacob Norton, succeeding Parson Smith, 
and Lucy, wife of John Grcenleaf of 
Quincy, who died iu 1*40, an especial 
friend of Mr. Fitleld. Judge Cranch 
early show ed great ability aud was pre- 
pared for college by his aunt’s husband, 
Rev John Shaw of Haverhill. He grad- 
uated from Harvard in 17S7 at the ageof 
eighteen, which was about the usual age 
at that time Several of the old college 
text books of that date have been pie- 
served in the Cranch and Fitleld families. 

lie then entered the otllce of Judge 
Daw e- of Boston where he read low for 
three years, afterwards opening an otllce 
iu Braintree which was at once success- 
ful. The friendship betw een theCranchcs 
aud Dawes was always strong and in 
writing out this little sketch one of the 
old Daw es chairs still gives comfort aud 
interest to a branch descendant 

After removal to Haverhill for three 
years with cou-tanlly glowing promin- 
ence he went to Washington in 1794,

INCENDIARY BOMBS. 


These Missiles of Fire and Fumes Ars 
Loaded With Thermit. 

incendiary bombs differ from or- 
dinary explosive bombs in that they 
are intended not to scatter fragments 
over a wide area, but to produce sud- 
den and intense fceat at a given point, 
thus starting a fierce confiagratiou. 

W. A. Tllden describes in Nature one 
of these bombs. His account is as fol- 
lows : 

The bomb, as a rule, Is conical, of 
ten Inches diameter at the base, corded 
round and has a metal handle at the 
apex. The base is n fiat cup, on to 
which a pierced metal funnel is fitted, 
having the ignition device and handle 
fitted at the top. The funnel is gen- 
erally filled with thermit, whicli upon 
Ignition generates Intense hent and by 
the time of the concussion lias taken 
i tlie form of molten metal of the ex- 
traordinarily high temperature of over 
<5,000 degrees F. The molten metal is 
spread by the concussion. Outside the 
funnel is a padding of n highly Inflam- 
mable or resinous material, bound on 
I with an Inflammable form of rope. 
The resinous material creates a pun- 
gent smoke. 

There is generally some melted 
white phosphorus in the ixittoni of the 
cop, which develops nauseous fumes. 
In some cases celluloid chlpplugs are 
added and occasionally a small quanti- 
ty of petrol.

Just tho opposite way from most 
houses. The kitchen aud all its parts 
have received a great deal of atten- 
tion, so that all the parts are readily 
accessible. The refrigerator has been 
specially planned and Is a model of 
modern construction. 

This refrigerator is built in between 
the kitchen, pantry, and rear porch. 
There are doors to the food compart- 
ment on both the kitchen and the pan- 
try sides. The box is Iced from tho 
rear porch. Most ice boxes take up 
some valuable room, but this one Is 
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fitted into the partition so that a very 
small amount of space is wasted. 

It would not be advisable for the 
builder to attempt to construct this 
refrigerator himself unless he has had 
some experience in this class of work 
Refrigerator makers all over the coun- 
try make special models that are fin- 
j islied "in the white" and can be 6et 
in place by the builder and then fin- 
ished to harmonize with the rest of 
the woodwork. 

The outside icing arrangement is 
i one of the greatest improvements in 
I modegu refrigerators. The ice is not 
carried through the house, and thus 
the kitchen can be more easily kept 
j clean The greatest saving that is 


is lots of it. All you have to do is 
help yourself. 

The exterior of this house is very 
attractive. The foundation is of brick 
and also tho chimney from the fire- 
place. From the foundation to the 
window sills on the second floor the 
house is finished in clapboards. From 
here up to the roof the finish is of 
paneled stucco. The windows are ar- 
tistically placed and give a distinctive 
touch to the exterior. 

The living room and the dining 
room on the first floor are connected 
by a colonnade and a cased opening 
so that a large unobstructed space is 
assured. Under the colonnade on 
each side of the opening is a book- 
case. This presents an attractive way 
of using up space that is often wasted. 
In the end of the living room is a 
large brick fireplace. On each side of 
it is a small window with a seat un- 
derneath. making a pleasant, cozy lit- 
tle corner. 

The second-floor plan calls for three 
bedrooms and a bathroom in addition 
to the two sleeping porches men- 
tioned. Plenty of closet space Is pro- 
vided and the bedrooms are all of a 
good size. The one in the front part 
of the house is especially large. 

Storage space is provided in tho 
attic for the many things that are 
kept around the house that are not in 
use. 

Tho whole design shows a real 
home that is designed for comfort and 
practical use.

PROPER HOUSIKG 
FOR THE FOWLS 

Many Details That Must Be Con- 
sidered by the Modern 
Poultry Raiser. 

DESIGN SHOWN HERE IS IDEAL 


Plenty of Sunshine Supplied and 

Nests Placed Where They Will Be 
Properly Shaded — Precautions 
to Be Taken Against 
Rats and Mice.

Thero are many details that must be 
considered In building a modern poul- 
try bouse. Formerly any shed that 
could not be used for anything else 
was turned Into a poultry house and 
raising poultry for profit was a gam- 
ble from start to finish. The hens, In 
order to be profitable to their owner, 
must bo as carefully housed as any of 
the farm stock. Sunshine and shade 
must be furnished to hens in order to 
keep them laying when the price of 
eggs is hitting the high spots. They 
require sunshine nearly all the time, 
and then, to show how stubborn they 
can be, they Insist on doing all their 
egg laying in shaded, dark places. 

Tho illustration here Is a design that 
Is arranged with the Idea of giving the 


under the roosts, so thnt nono of the 
manure will fnll on the scratching 
floor. It is held In plnce hv cleats 
that are nailed to the wall, nnd a 
center support. The nesting boxes nre 
placed underneath the droppings hoard 
and are fastened to it. They are 
faced toward tho hark of the house, 
so that they will he dork. All the poul- 
try house furniture Is mnde so thnt It 
can he readily removed, which as- 
sists materially when the house has 
to he cleaned. Pelng built up off the 
floor also gives a larger space for the 
poultry to scratch In. The house 
should he cleaned regularly, nnd paint- 
ed, ns such activity discourages the 
vermin to n large degree. 

Tho ventilation of a poultry house 
Is one of the most Important things 
with regard to the health anti laying 
ability of the hens. Various methods 
hnve been tried, and the best one hap- 
pens to he the cheapest, which makes 
It practical for everyone. Thin cotton 
cloth is placed over the window open- 
ings, which nllows tho nir to circulate 
through the house without causing a 
draft. The poultry do not furnish 
enough heat with their bodies to take 
care of a ventilating system such ns 
Is used In cow stables. 

The external appenrnnee of a poul- 
try house can be made very attrac- 
tive. All tho window frames, tho door 
frames and tho exterior trim ran bo 
painted white and the rest of the build- 
ing finished in a darker color. The 
cost will not be much and the added 
appearance will make It. more than 
worth while. Trim nnd pleasing look- 
ing buildings add much to the value 
of any farm or yard.

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poultry lots of sunshine, and at the 
same time the nesting boxes are placed 
so that they are well shaded. The 
roof is constructed on the saw-tooth 
principle, which insures plenty of sun- 
shine on the roosts and the back part 
of the scratching floor. Dampness is 
a dangerous condition to poultry, and 
this is effectually prevented by hav- 
ing plenty of sunshine in the back 
part of the house. 

The foundation of this building 
should he of concrete, as that is Qie 
best kind of insurance against rats, 
who often have the idea that a chick- 
en house will make an ideal home for 
fliem. Tho connections of the sills 
to tho foundation should be carefully 
made, so as to eliminate all drafts. 
Chickens stand the cold of winter very 
well, but a slight draft in their houses 
will often prove iatal. The walls of 
tho building must he also constructed 
so that no stray breezes can blow in 
on the egg producers. The studding 
is covered carefully on the outside 
with building paper, and over this is 
placed drop siding. On the inside the 
walls can bo handled In various ways.

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WEYMOUTH BOARD OF TRADE. 

Another Season Opened, Committee* 
Report, Important Questions Din- 
cutied and Committees Appointed. 

On Wednesday evening, thi* Weymouth 
Hoard of Trade, after three months of 
vacation, opened for another season's 
work in the Clapp Memorial building. 

The meeting was called to order at 8.15 
by the president, Geo. Dowulng, and a 
fair representation of all parts of the 
town was in evidence. 

The committee on membership reported 
21 new names and they were balloted for 
and elected. 

Fred S. Sampson, for the committee on 
streets and sidewalks gave a brief review 
of the Washington Street Stale road and 
also stateil that a- several members of 
his committee w ere members of the Town 
Plauulng board the work of necessity had 
run together and much was being doue 
which would be heard from at the nest 
March meeting. 

A communication calling for action in 
regard to a Norfolk County Farm school 
proved of much interest. The proposal 
Is to authorize the County Commissioners 
to Issue bonds not exceeding 875,000 for 
the purpose of establishing a farm school 
in the eounty. A hearing will be held at 
Dedham on this matter, tomorrow, (Sat- 
urday, and a committee consisting of A. 
1*. Worthen, E. W. Hunt and C. .1 Under- 
hill was appointed to attend the hearing 
and also to present the claims of Wey- 
mouth, to have the school established 
within her borders. 

M. Sheehy, chairman of the committee 
on l’arks and Play Grounds, spoke of 
some features of the work and called upon 
l he secretary, J. H. Walsh, who read a 
very elaborate and interesting report of 
the season's work i nd improvements made 
at the Weymouth Great Hill, the Heals 
anil Webb parks and the need of parks in 
Wards 2, 4 and 5. 

The problem before the Terminal Com- 
mission came up and A. P. Worthen spoke 
<if the dilllculty and delay in getting 
freight from distant points through the 
present complication of the Metropolitan 
terminal aud the need of legislative action 
to improve the condition and Mr. Worthen, 
Ii. E. Leonard aud the president were ap- 
pointed as a committee to attend a hear- 
ing and legislative work for improvement 
in getting freight to points outside of the 
present terminals.

As the result of a serious accident, 
while responding to the alarm for the 
George Sirong Company factory ex- 
plosion last Monday morning, Combitts 
ation 1 of North Weymouth Is out of 
commission for an indefinite period 

On leaving Engine-house 1 in Nortto 
Weymouth, someone made a mistake in 
the box that rang-ln, and Driver Charlie 
Marr, with District Engineer Hiram NA- 
dell and firemen Stanley Torrey and tier- 
man Collyer aboard, raced over the roads 
toward Box 23 in Jackson square, East 
Weymouth. 

When near the Odd Fellows Op.erp 
House. East Weymouth, Driver Mart 
turned out to avoid hitting a wagon- 
As it was on a curve, he coluld not .-get 
ihe machine back onto the crowu of tlie. 
road and it grazed one tree and crashed 1 
into another large elm. The auto was 
completely demolished and tlie occupants 
throw n out. Charles A. Marr, the driver, 
w as pinned iu his scat and one rib was 
broken. Ilirain Nadell received serious 
internal injuries, while the two other 
occupants was badly shaken up. The 
machiue was thrown sideways across the 
tracks of tlie Bay State Street Railway 
Company and the employees of the com- 
pany brought their wrecking crew and 
removed the truck from the tracks. The 
Knox Motor Company, the manufacturers 
of the truck, w ere notified and came out 
from Boston and took the machine to 
their repair shops.

Cornelius 1’. Condrick of 57(1 Broad j 
street, East Weymouth, engineer at the 
George Strong Company plant on Middle 
street w as iustautly killed when the boiler 
In the engine room exploded on Monday 
Lmorniug. Statements vary as to the exact 
time of the explosion, but a clock in the 
making room of the factory which was 
found after the accident had stopped at 
7 39 and the clock was keeping the exact 
time before the catastrophe. 

Mr. Condrick w as seen to go from the 
factory to a bonfire in tlie rear aud throw 
some bagging on it and then return to the 
building by the family living in the house- 
next to the factory. They state that it 
did not seem as though he could have 
gotten inside the door before there was a 
tremendous roar and the whole boiler 
room seemed to rise in the au. 

Immediately after tlie explasion Emer- 
son R. Dizer entered the ruins, his eutire 
thoughts being on the engineer he had 
seen enter the place just a few minutes 
before, lie local ed the lifeless form and 
with the assistance of Harry Purchase 
and Norman E. Dizer cleared away as 
much of the debris as possible around tlie 
body, before the firemen arrived. The 
firemen were soon on tlie spot however 
ami after hard work the body was re- 
moved. Medical Examiner John C. Fraser 
viewed tlie remains and prouonuced death 
due to a fracture of tlie skull, shock ami 
multiple acalds. Undertaker .Joseph W. 
McDonald then took charge of the body. 

Fred V. Nolan, night operator at the 
telephone exchange across the street bad 
just started for home but on hearing the 
explosion and seeing the mass hurled high 
in the air rushed back to the exchange and 
with tlie assistance of Miss Alice How ley 
sent out emergency calls to the Fire De- 
partment, all physicians in town aud 
i called Hollis’ autos to t he scene for use in 
carrying away tlie injured. 

A general alarm was sent in from box 
25 which called out the whole fire depart- 
ment but as fortune would have it there 
I was not much of a fire and what there 
j was, was quickly extinguished. 

Doctors J. Herbert Libby, John (’. 
Fraser, Joseph Chase Jr., Fred L Dou- 
cette, Summers Fraser aud Rudolph 
Jacoby answered to the call for physi- 
pby.'icians aud Miss Allen, the district 
nurse, ably assisted iu caring for the iu- 
i jured 

1 Soon after the accident the police ar- 
rived and Chief Pratt ordered the ruius to 
J be roped oil 

As many as 2000 i t uple were on the 
'Cene w ilhiu au hour after the explosion 
aud during the day a- many more came to 
see tlie ruins Tuesday, people flocked 
to the scene by hundreds from all tin sui- 
rouudiug cities ami towns, coming iu 
automobiles, on motorcycles, bicycUg.

Graphic aecouuts of the explosion are 
given by those who saw it The roar was 
heard for over a mile and the brick-, fiug- 
inent' of iron, timber and glass were 
thrown fur several hundred yards The 
boiler wa« thrown twenty feet in the air 
and landed at right augles to its original 
position When the destruction caused 
by tfie accideut 1- considered, everyone 
inaivcl' at the fact that ouly one life wa- 


lost. The boiler room was a single story 
structure of brick, anuexed to the north 
side of the factory aud this was comple- 
tely demolished. The windows in tlie 
main factory were broken and the strue- 
ture on the nortli and east was badly 
smashed and splintered. 

Some were quite seriously injured and 
were taken in charge by the physi- 
cians. Paul Dalto of 25 Lake street and 
Alfred Spiridi of 10 Madison avenue were 
taken in charge by Dr. Libby. Dalto re- 
ceived multiple injuries as tlie result of 
being thrown down stairs. Spiridi had 
his back badly scalded and lias a punctured 
wound over ids spine w hich penetrated 
the muscles and below the ribs. The 
wound was probably caused by a piece of 
glass or steel. He was probably the most 
seriously injured and was taken to his 
home and carried to tlie hospital on Wed- 
nesday for au examination and X-Ray. 
An operation may lie necessary. 

Dr. Fraser worked over William Burns, 
401 Front street, Weymouth; James H. 
Corcoran, 378 Broad street and William 
Fogarty of Lake street. Burns received 
several cuts around his head and other 
minor cuts on ins body. Corcoran bad 
two punctures iu his right ear while 
Fogarty received a broken collar bone. 

Dr. Chase waited on Frank G. Reed of 
870 Washington street, who was severely 
cut, bruised ami burned around his head 
ami the upper part of ills body. 

There were more who were cut aud 
bruised considerably, but did not need the 
services of a physician. 

Many hair-raising accounts of the nar- 
row escapes and exciting experiences of 
th«- occupants of the factory are biting 
told. 

Miss Nellie Lyons, bad she been at her 
accustomed working place, would have 
been seriously Injured if not killed as she 
worked on the side of the factory where 
it was blow n to pieces, but luckily for 
her, she was called to the other side of 
the room just previous to the explosion. 

Edward Powers, foreman of the stiuh- 
iug room says that lie was on tlie side 
near the boiler room and was tin own 
backwards by the impact while racks and 
other debris w as hurled upon him For- 
tune favored in ill, as the only ill effects lie 
lias noticed is a lameness iu Ins left arm. 

Emmett Rciilv, foreman of the cutting 
room looked from the- window ami saw 
the mass burled high iu tin- air and tlie 
next tiling he knew a limber 2 by * about 
25 feet long came cia.'hiug through the 
roof about fi feet from him aud stuck 
there one end through the roof and tlie 
other on the floor 

Louis B. Seabury, foreman of tlie ship- 
ping room was covered from head t*< foot

A good general barn Is often re- 
quired on a farm, where it is not ad- 
visable to have a big barn separate 
for the dairy cows and for horses In 
the general barn shown in t ho illus- 
trations. re. in is provided for 12 cows 
and -1 horses, in addition to this there 
are two box stalls that can be used for 
any kind of stock. The box stalls 
each have an entrance from the out- 
side and are thus well separated from 
the rest of the barn. It is a very good 
plan to have at least one box stall 
in a barn, and it is even better to have 
two or three. In case valuable stock, 
such as an expensive herd hull or a 
stallion is kept, it may be necessary

caution that must be made with tbit 
kind of a door. The top and bottom 
parts must be carefully beveled where 
they meet, so that the door will bo 
stormproof in the wintertime : other- 
wise the draft through this opening 
may keep the bam too cold. 

The part of the barn occupied by the 
horses Is shut off from the rest of the 
barn by swinging doors It is desira- 
ble In a combination barn to have the 
horses and cows separated as com- 
pletely as possible In this barn the 
doors close both the litter alleys and 
the feed alleys except when they are 
In use. The box stalls aro In the 
same end of the bam as the horse 
stalls. 

The ventilating system is tnken off 
by two foul-air shafts. These are 
placed in the partition between the 
box stalls and the cow stable on each 
side These shafts reach from near 
the door to the ventilator on the roof. 
This carries away the foul air from the 
stable proper and also ventilates the 
haymow 

Intake dues are provided which take 
the air into the stable just below the 
windows and discharge It near the ceil- 
ing over the stock. Good ventilation 
is absolutely necessary In a dairy barn 
If the host of milk is to he produced. 
The expense of installing a first-class 
system will bo more than made up In 
the returns from healthy stock. 

At the end of the barn in which the 
cows are kept is a silo which opens 
into a feed alley running between the 
mangers. This alley is equipped with 
a feed carrier running on a track. The 
work of feeding the stock in such a 
barn as this is much easier when the 
feed can he carried on a track running 
the length of the barn. The carrier 
runs Into the horse part of the stable 
also The silage for the cattle and 
tin* hay for both the cattle and the 
horses can ho conveniently handled 
with tills apparatus. 

In back of the rows of stalls on each 
side of the barn are litter carriers, 
which ussist in the handling of the

The roof is of the 
gambrel type and is self-supporting, so 
that there are no columns or posts in 
the central part of the mow to inter- 
fere with the storage of the fodder. 
The gambrel roof is one of the strong- 
est of roof designs, so there will be no 
danger nf it not standing the strain 
due to the wind and the snow. The 
floor under the haymow is made of 
matched and dressed flooring. so that 
the dust will not go through and both* 1 
er the animals that are below Many 
men consider that this is a useless ex- 
pense, hut if they have had any ex- 
perience with a large barn they will 
know that matched flooring is abso- 
lutely necessary under the mow in a 
good dairy barn. 

The foundations and iloors are made 
of concrete, which, of course, is the 


manure so that it can be got to the 
fields before it loses any of its value 
as a fertilizer. 

The stalls in the part of the barn 
occupied by the cattle are placed on a 
slant with a gutter behind so that 
they can be readily flushed out with a 
hose. The floor where the horses are 
kept, is flat, and there aro no gutters 
behind the stalls. This is the accept- 
ed style of construction for horse and 
cow barns.

Every farmer ami gardener who intends 
to improve their crops ity collecting super- 
ior seeds, tubers, and plants, should attend 
to tills now, that everything may he ready 
in due season, that there may be no loss 
Ity delay in wailing for these tilings in the 
season of planting, or loss of time in pro- 
curing them in a more busy season 

When the soil is naturally uncongenial 
to the growth of the Utter grasses, it is 
absolute folly to attempt forming a close 
and compact lawn, until it lie llrsl im- 
proved by artificial means. Loant, mod- 
erately fertile, is the best kind of soil on 
which to form a permanent lawn, and 
nearly all the liner grasses llourtsh on litis 
soil. 

Hy applying 1 he manures which have 
accumulated during the summer, to the 
tillage laud in tile fall, and plowing t hem 
in, great losses are prevented ity evapora- 
tion-losses which have scarcely been 
realized, because imperfectly understood 
It should he remembered “that there is no 
part of any decomposing vegetable man- 
ure but what Is, either in its gaseous or 
solid state, the natural food of plants." 

If spinach is wanted for next year sow 
this month in the open ground. Only the 
hardy varieties, such as winter, prickly or 
Bloomsdalc, should lie sowed. Spinach 
requires a very rich soil, so the land 
should tie well manured before sowing. 
From lf» to 30 pounds of seed are used to 
the acre. Frequent cultivation with the 
wheel hoe is essential, just as with any 
of the crops. The crop is^ usually sowed 
in drills. 

Before the snows fall, an I the earth is 
closed with frost, take a careful survey 
of the whole farm and its occupants. 
Kcmember that the comfort of all your 
aulmals is in your keeping, and t hat if you 
expect them to return you a protit for the 
care and labor bestowed upon t hem, they 
mti-t be well fed and comfortably sltel- 

Xow is tiie time to see that all your 
houses are clean and light and ready for 
winter. Don't put these tilings oil' until 
cold weather comes on. If you want win- 
i ter eggs, you must make conditions such 
j that the hens can manufacture them. If 
they have to apply all the feed you give j 
them to making heat for their bodies and i 
| throwing off disease they can hardly be 
exp.cted to lay. 

There is a general Impression among 
farmers that lime 1» a fertilizer. Lime is 
not a fertilizer. The prime reason for 
applying lime to the soil is to correc 
sourness or acidity, where such exist 
The legume crop>, such a- clover aud al. 
falfa, do not thrive on sour soil unless 
the soil Is very rich.

NEBRASKA IN THE LONG AGO. 

VH*t I* Now a Dry Plain Wai One* 
the Bed of a Great Sea. 

Smith of Platte river, opposite North 
Bend, Neb., the bluffs are conspicu- 
ous and consist of loess and glacial 
jrlft, overlying the Renton shale. This 
shale was formed when Nebraska was 
tit the bottom of a sea. Evidence of 
the former presence here of sen water 
V* found in the fossil shells of oysters 
md other animals that live In salt wa- 
ter and the bones of such sea monsters 
ns the mosasaurus. 

A comparison of these ancient condi- 
tions with those of the present day in- 
.llcates the slow, continuous change 
that Is now and always lias been In 
progress. Where the tourist now trnv- 
| els comfortably over a dry plain these 
monsters spirted In the water of the 
sen long nges ago. Oil the shores of 
this ancient sen 11 veil equally strange 
beasts and birds of tyjies that have 
long been extinct, and over Its water 
sailed great Hying dragons— the ptero- 
dactyls. 

The nuimnls of that day were strik- 
ingly different from those of the pres- 
ent. The birds, unlike any now living, 
had jaws armed with teeth. The inon- I 
nrehs of the air then were not in fact 
birds but flying reptiles, whose fore 
limbs bad been modified Into wings by 
the enormous elongation of lingers be- 
tween which stretched thin membranes 
like the wings of u bat. These flying 
dragons, sonic of which had a stretch 
of eighteen feet, were carnivorous. 
They were animated engines of de- 
struction that somewhat forcibly sug- 
gest the modem war airplanes, of 
which they were In a sense the proto- 
types. — Geological Survey Bulletin.

Its se- 
cretions are antiseptic also, and man 
has no more valuable outwork of de- 
fense than n normal nose. A choked 
nose, through which n jicrson cannot 
breathe, means that microbes enter the 
lungs freely by way of the flltcrlcss 
mouth. 

I 11 the stomach we And free hydro- 
chloric ackl, produced some half hour 
or less after a meal. Its production 
from the common salt, or sodium chlo- 
ride, of the blood by the living cells that 
lino the stomach Is one of the wholly 
Inimitable feats of the body. Until re- 
cently most of us thought that the hy- 
drochloric add was formed in the stom- 
ach solely in order to digest food, but 
now wo ltnvc evidence to show that 
this hydrochloric acid is also a valuable 
antiseptic, working, for once, Inside 
the body without hurting It and prob- 
ably often saving us from the microlyes 
of consumption and typhoid fever. 

Thus the two great avenues of entry 
to the body are In a large degree guard- 
ed. It may be added that no known 
microbe can, unaided, penetrate the 
surface of the unbroken nnd healthy 
skin. — Dr. C. W. Snlccby In Youth’s 
Companion. 

EVOLUTION OF SHORTHAND. 

Modern Stonography Had Its Start In 
the Timo of Cicero. 

To the average person the Idea of 
shorthand writing Is generally consid- 
ered ns being modern, because of the ' 
rapidity with which It lias been Intro- 1 
duced Into business life in this coun- 1 
try. This is not the case, however, for 
history traces the use of a similar art 
with definiteness hack to the time of t 
Cicero, about 70 It. C. The invention 
Is sometimes credited to Cicero and 
sometimes to Ills secretary, Tullius 1 
Tiro. 

Nothing seems to bo known of any [ 
other system of shorthand during the 
Greek or noman ascendency nor for 
liftccn centuries afterward. The first 
of the noted systems at the beginning 
of the present era of shorthand was I 
that of Timothy bright, whose treatise : 
was dedicated to Queen Elizabeth. In 
1000 l’eter Hales brought out n system 
similar In some respects to Hright's. 
but which was dlfllcult to memorize. 

The next system to indicate progress 
nppenreil twelve years later, by John 
Willis, which was called “The Art of 
Stenography or Short Writing by Spell- 
ing Characterle." Then came Edward 
Willis, Jeremiah Hleli, William Mason, 
Thomas Gurney, as well as many oth- 
ers. All of these systems had many 
defects, and the entire Idea was reju- 
venated when hi the early part of the 
nineteenth century Isaac Pitman, who 
nfterward was knighted, presented his 
system, which Is still In use nml which 
has been the foundation for most of 
the systems now practiced.— Exchange. 

Sting of tho Jellyfish. 

The stinging threads of the common 
JellyAsh are not strong enough to 
pierce the ordinary human skin, hut 
Mr. S. F. Light, In describing Philip- 
pine medusae, notes that tho sting of 
the tentacles Is very dangerous. Swell- !

action Is impaired, respiratory spasms 
and nervous twltcblngs of the muscles | 
| ensue, and there Is intense general 
J pain. The natives of Palawan re- 
porteil that the sting nm.v be fatal.

' native remedy is sugar solution taken 
\ Internally and applications of vinegar 
externally.— London Globa

During oiio of tin* Incursions of the 
Kusshui armies Into Gcrintin territory 
Ken oral. passing the estate of a noble, 
said to one <>f his aids: 

"Captain Ivanovich. 1 wish you to re- 
I main here till yon get further orders 
from me. Take half a dozen couriers 
from my t-cort, and whenever you see 
or hear of any movement of the enemy 
I send me word Immediately.” 

Captain Ivan Ivanovich left the staff,
